Innumerable 


needles or perforators of vnriotii kinds 
were taken out. 
Many of tb<-s<> had 


been made from tlic teoth of animals. 
One particularly intrrt'stinj; and pretty 
specimen of the tuound builders' in- 
genuity and delicate woiktnanship was 
n:i awl made entirely from tbo bono 
of n deer found at (he head of a skele- 
ton. 
It was almost sixteen inches in 


length nnd the thickness of an ordinary 
lead pencil. On tbe handle was carved 
the almost perfect h»='i ef a fox. Con- 
sidering the fact tbat these people 
were unacquainted with tbe use of 
steel tools, this intricate work is some- 
thing marvelous, 


"We have taken out thirty-nine skel- 


etons, and what 1 consider a peculiar 
feature of the burial ground is that 
tbere wa* one stolcto;. and oniy one 
at the base, the majority of them be- 
ing discovered either four feet above 
or four feet below tliat point. It is no 
strange occurrence to find skeletons at 
tbe base, but they are ne\ er found Bin- 
gly, and I am unable to account for it 
In tbis instance." 


Tbe workmen started digging at tbe 


apex and a fikull was struck by a picfe 
when they had gone about four feet 
into the ground. After that tbe buri- 
als were disclosed at amcb the same 
distance npart, most of them lying in 
rows, extended at full length, with «s 
many its eight in one row. Numerous 
ornaments and implements accompa- 
nied the remains, sncb as iridescent 
oecaa shells made Into nil Imaginable 


and Innumerable bright beads. 


Delicate shells carved Into crescents 
and pierced with holes were lying near 
skeletons. These had been used as or- ; 
naments worn suspended by a cord 
bung a/round the neck. Finely pointed 
arrowheads of Jasper and cba!c«dony 
were everywhere met with and one es- 
pecially artistic platform pipe was se- 
cured. Implements of the ajrricultur- 
st and weapons of tbe warrior were 
exposed. 
Mu*s«! sUMls rounded out 


to serve as digging tools, stone mor- 
itarn, hatchet* and axes wore plentiful. 


Among the most valuable of all the 


nellca was n war club curved out of 
•tenc and over thirty-one inches In 
lenjrth. 
Animal bones <~ut into all 


maencr of rude designs nnd large 
quantities of primitive pottery were 
dlsclcai-d. The pottery constats of pul-
